FAMOUS CHEMIST IS BEAD 


Sir William Crooks Spent Lifetime 
in 
Research Work. 


London. April 
5.—Sir 
William 
Crooks, the famous chemist 
and 
physis!, died here yesterday. 


Sir William Crooks was born in 
London June 17, 1832. 
He receiv­ 
ed his education at the Royal col­ 
lege 
of 
chemistry, 
becom ing an 
assistant professor there in 1851 
In 1861 he discovered thallium, a 
new elem ent, while condueting an 
examination of the residue left in 
Hie manufacture of sulphuric acid, 
I and while carrying out tho investi­ 
gation of the metal and its prop­ 
erties fount,I it appeared heavier 
'.when cold than hot. 
After he began an inquiry into 
the constitution of rare earths, his 
researches leading him to results, 
which 
proved startling to scien­ 
tists. 
On the discovery of radium 
he took up study of elem ents do­ 
ing much to bring its forces to the 
service of mankind.

news thus collected goes out in this 
duplicated form and also by tele­ 
phone to relief and other organiza­ 
tions for use in their work of daily 
meeting boats or otherwise prepar 
ing for the arrival of the troops. 
For the use of ’he 75,000 peisons 
who were interested in the bulletin 
of I hat day and other such days 
there are clerks to answer ques­ 
tions th at come in by mail, as well 
is counter men at both offices for 
New' Yorkers and those who come 
to the city looking for their boys. 
Perhaps the biggest service render­ 
ed by the bureau is given from the 
New York office by thirty officers 
who are at an equal number of 
phones from 9 in the morning to 5 
at night answering during each day 
thousands of queries that come in 
over the wire. 
Probably half the inquiries that 
are asked over the phone and the 
counters come from 
people 
who 
live outside New York. 
Relatives 
of boys come from as far as Cali­ 
fornia and Washington. 
Some relatives travel long dis­ 
tances after receiving insufficient 
news that the soldier in whom they 
are interested is in a unit that is 
scheduled for “early convoy,” think­ 
ing that in a few days he wijl land 
on home shores. 
They reach New 
York with high expectations, have 
trouble finding rooms in this over­ 
crowded city, pay two

prices for them and then call at 
the information office, only to find 
that the unit in question is still on 
the list as “early convoy.” 
They 
also learn that there is no means 
of telling when that unit will sail.
